With Spirit missing Tobin, 
Wilkinson and Milligan from defence, Matt Osman 
at right back had more ground to cover than a 
Texas Ranger, To his credit, he scored a goal of his 
own, turning his nightmare to a dream in a few 
short minutes, 


It all started before some fans had even found a 
seat. The busy and creative O'Sullivan gave Spirit a 
quick lead, but it became 1-3 in the time it takes to 
buy a hot dog, Tenaciously, Spirit fought back to 
3-3 shortly before halftime,includinga spectacular,

defence-splitting run by Dylan Macallister, which 
led to the Osman goal. Then suddenly, just as 
everyone in the packed grandstand had stopped 
celebrating and was preparing to buy another 
beer from the rapidly emptying wheelbarrow, 
there was another defensive fluff and Perth was 
up 4-3. We didn’t know whether to laugh or cry. 
When Hassell made it five and looked like adding 
a sixth, a Spirit win seemed as likely as George W. 
Bush winning the Nobel Peace Prize.

though on paper, Spirit has plenty of players in 
its first team squad, half of them are 20 years old 
or less, and they are investments in the future. 
Blood too many in a game, and that’s what you 
get - blood, Tobin and Ferguson are old enough 
to be their fathers. With the more experienced 
youngsters in Wilkinson, Richter and Milligan 
overseas with the Australian Youth team, and Tobin 
already out, it was a rotten timing to meet the 
reigning champions. We now know how Wayne 
Bennett and the Broncos must feel when all their 
players go to State of Origin. 


The Perth loss made last weekend's win over 
Melbourne Knights even more important, and 
goal scorer Dylan Macallister has found an extra 
cylinder in his engine this year.With two wins from 
six games, Spirit's next two games are against the 


bottom two teams in the league. Victories in both 
these games will give a respectable four wins 
from eight starts, and a platform for a finals berth. 


Any long term Northern Spirit fan reading about 
Adelaide United's first game could not fail to 
draw a comparison to Spirit's debut season, 
especially the wonderful crowds. Not only did 
18,000 South Australians turn up for a game ina 
city where soccer was supposed to be dead, but 
3,500 have bought season tickets. Once again, it 
shows soccer's potential. It was only a few years 
ago when Brisbane attracted 40,000 to a home 
Grand Final, as Perth has in the last two years. 
Add in the 100,000 who turned up to watch World 
Cup qualifiers in Melbourne, and there is reason 
to believe that most states have the ability to 
support a strong competition. The biggest rating 
sporting event of 2002 was the real World Cup, 
watched by over two million people. Let's hope 
the weary lament about potential actually has
